| New Castle County, Delaware CD Headquarters wes visited by our CD re- 
porter on August 10th, while they were having a radiological exercise; nineteen moni- 
toring teams were scattered around the county, which tekes in the suburban environs of 
Wilmington. All of these teams reported to headquarters on two meters, where a Tecraft 
converter was fed into BC-348; antenna was a three section coaxial, well up in altitude. 
Xmtr gear at HQ was stendard Communicator and linear amplifier 3 however, as stated above 
Gonset was not used for reception. Bill, W3KHU, who is both RACES Redio Officer and EC 
for the County (and a twenty meter DX-er} » Seid the reason was the increased gain in 
sensitivity afforded by using the converter into a '348", HQ equipment also included ~ 
two fifty watt commercial Xmtr-revrs, one on two meters and one on six meters (FM). Low 
frequency gear was not set up yet, but NC-125, SK-71, and a Viking II with VFO and Match — 
box were noted to be on hand. New Castle County was linked with Wilmington and the 
State of Delaware by two meters. In addition, county is divided into Pive commumications 
zones, with a number of Local stations satellited off each zone, all using two meter 
Gonsey Communicators, fifty-five of which vere purchased by the County. Site of the head- 
quarters is the basement of a modern new building about five miles from Newark » ond the 
place is completely air-conditioned. Very, very pleasant! One of the most interesting 
features shown to us was an emergency radio lesh-up which permitted commumicating with 
all fire and ambulance vehicles in the county. A 250 watt XMTR end a 50 watt stand-by 
unit were on tap; two full-time paid operators are on duty all the time, and the opera- 
tors have gear to permit sounding of all the fire sirens in the County. Behind the 
operators there was 6 large street index board, like the type of gadget used by the in- 
formation clerk at a hotel desk; plus two dictaphones to record all incoming calls when 
operators press a footswitch. (This deal was not part of CD, but located immediately 
adjacent to 1t physically)----The CD people also explained their emergency plans a little; 
suffice to say that with a few minor additions » they will soon be in a position to live 
and eat and have a potable water supply in the building for a considerable period of time; 
they, of course, have a generator which kicks on automatically if they lose commercial 
power’.
